Persistent rumors, generally current 
In Louisville, that the Court of Appeals 
has determined the Louisville election 
contest cases In favor of the Fu¬ 
slonists and soon will hand down a 
decision holding that no election was 
held In Louisville in 1905. have caused 
great excitement among the politicians 
of both sides. These rumors, i which 
spread all over Louisville yesterday, 
set tongues to wagging and awakeneJ 
the feeling which existed in Louisville 
during the days of the Fusion cam¬ 
paign, when the city was upset and 
on edge for weeks. 

While no one attempted to say that 
the Information had come from any of 
the Judges of the Court of Appeals, It 
was confidently asserted by certain 
Fusion leaders, and also reported from 
Democratic sources, that the hard and 
long-fought eases have been determin¬ 
ed. and that, by a vote of & to 1, Judge 
Cantrlll not voting, the court will de¬ 
cide that Louisville must have another 
election for Mayor and city officers in 
November of the present year.

Conferred Last Thursday. 


The first conference by the Judges 
In considering the Louisville cases was 
held last Thursday. An effort was made 
to have a conference In Frankfort yes¬ 
terday and Judge Barker was called to 
Frankfort from Louisville, but the con¬ 
ference w*as not held on account of the 
illness of Judge Hobson.

Even if the cases have 
been determined It may be several days 
or a week before a decision Is an¬ 
nounced. as the opinion must be writ¬ 
ten.

Fusion leaders even go so far as to 
say that they received information to 
the effect that when the cases were 
first taken up in the court. In con¬ 
sultation. Judges O’Rear, Barker and 
Lassing stated that they were willing to 
decide the cases In favor of the Fuslon¬ 
ists without further consideration, 
believing that the facts already in their 
possession showed that there really 
wtis no legal election In Louisville. 

These same Fusion leaders also as¬ 
sert that Judge Hobson would not 
agree to this being done, and said that 
In view of the Importance of the cases 
and the points of law Involved It would 
be better to have the cases further con¬ 
sidered before a decision was reached. 
From the same source comes the In¬ 
formation that later Judges Hobson 
and Settle came over to the side favor¬ 
ed by Judges O’Rear, Barker and 
Lasatng and voted with them In favor 
of the Fuslonists. The reports said to 
have been received say that Judge 
Nunn will be the only one of the Judges 
to dissent from the opinion of the court, 
and that he alone will vote for the Dem¬ 
ocrats. 

Since the contest cases were .submit¬ 
ted to the Court of Appeals several 
weeks ago rumors of oil .kinds have 
been flying In Louisville and many re¬ 
ports have been current regarding the 
court’s decision. During tixe last two 
or three days, however, and especially 
on yesterday, these rumors crystaltzed 
Into one, which remained persistently 
In front and which was commonly re¬ 
peated on the streets and in the hotels. 
This report or rumor came from both 
Democratic and Fuslonlst sources and 
was the same as that said to have been 
received by the Fusion leaders.

In contravention of these reports arc 
statements made only last Saturday by 
two of the Judges o>f the Court or Ap 
peals. They were in Louisville Satur- 


day and. while they would not discuss 
the contest cases, and would not even 
Intimate what steps had been taken 
by the Judges, said positively that no 
final decision had been reached and that 
the case? had not been settled. These 
Judges said this much only, but as¬ 
serted with great vehemence that any 
report a decision having been 

reached must, of necessity, be erro¬ 
neous. 

Since their departure, however, the 
rumors of a decision have been more 
widely circulated than ever, and yester¬ 
day all of Louisville was saying that 
•the cases had been determined &nd the 
public said that Louisville would have 
to have another contest for city offices 
this fall. The rumors had spread be¬ 
yond the politicians and business men 
generally were dlscu^ing the probable 
effect of an election In Louisville this 
fall.

Grainger May Be Mayor. 


I Is asserted by Democratic at¬ 
torneys that in the event of a decision 
In favor of the Fuslonists and the 
throwing out of the election held in 
1905, the old city officers will resume 
their official positions, and hold them 
until another election has been held. It 
is contended that Charles F. Grainger 
will become Mayor again, and that the 
men who were elected with him will go 
back to the City Hall and take up their 
old positions. The contention is that 
Mr. Grainger and the others were elect¬ 
ed for four years, and until their suc¬ 
cessors are elected and quilify. It is 
contended by the Democratic attorneys 
that, In the event of the throwing out 
of the election, no successor having 
been elected or qualified. Mr. Grainger 
will continue to be Mayor, and will 
draw his salary for the last year and a 
half. It Is stated that some of the 
Fusion attorneys also agree that this 
Is the law, and that this procedure will 
be followed In the event of a decision 
declaring no election In 1905. 

It Is stated that there Is no truth 
In the rumors generally circulated 
to the effect that Gov. Beckham will 
attempt to appoint a Mayor, In the 
event of a decision In favor of the 
Fuslonists. It was reported that Gov. 
Beckham would appoint County At¬ 
torney R. W. Bingham as Mayor, in the 
event of the throwing out of the elec¬ 
tion. It was said that Gov. Beckham In¬ 
tended to appoint Mr. Bingham Mayor 
to serve, pending the settlement by the

KENTUCKY COURT 
IS REVERSED 


B. J. EWEN WILL BE WITNESS. 


Lexington. Ky., May 13.—[Special.]— 
Some new and strong testimony for the 
prosecution was brought out to-day In 
the trGul of James Hargis, charged 
witfh the murder of James Coe krill, at 
Jack.eon, in 1902. John Smith, who 
gave such damaging testimony for the 
defense Saturday', was recalled to 
the otond this morning and gave addi¬ 
tional details of the formation of the 
conspiracy, Which We claimed was made 
wjrtih Jatma Hargis and Ed Callahan 
as architects. 

Smith tcsrtTfled to-day that when 
Hargis and Callahan were urging }iim 
to Join in the plot, during a conversa¬ 
tion at the railroad depot at Frank¬ 
fort. In March. 1902. Smith had plead¬ 
ed that he was afraid of getting ltvto 
trouble, when Hargis, pointing at the 
penitentiary walls nearby, exclaimed: 

! “I can get a pardon for any man in 
that penitentiary;" and Callahan had 
Impressed upon him that he ought to 
“stand In wih-h the Hargises." 


When court convened this morning 
John Smith, who had been on the stand 
wnen adjournment was taken Saturday 
evening, was placed In the witness box 
for cross-examination, which was con¬ 
ducted by E. P. Farrell, one of the at 
tnmeys for the defense. When asked 
his name the witness said It was “John 
B." Smith, the “B.," he explained 

« standing far Bagley. He was then 
juestioned concerning hie conversation 
with Hargis and Callahan which he 
had stated occurred at Frankfort In 
March. 1902. He repeated the version 
he gkve Saturday and said Judge Har¬ 
gis told him that if he was afraid of 
getting Into trouble by going into the 
conspiracy ho would go right then and 
get him a pardon from Gov. Beckham. 
The witness stated that Hargis said 
"I can get a puidon' for any man in 
that penitentiary," pointing to the 
prison walls near by. The witr^ss said 
this conversation took place near the 
Frankfort depot, and that as there was 
a crowd about the depo-t be, Hargis 
and Callahan had their conversation 
out in the roadway, thirty feet from 
the depot. He said that Hargis and 
Callahan kept pressing him to Join 
them. Callahan Insisting that he “stand 
in with the Hargises.** He said he re¬ 
fused once to take any part in the con-

THOMAS D. CHENAULT 
DIES NEAR RICHMOND 


LARGEST LAND OWNER IN MAD¬ 
ISON COUNTY. 


WIDE FAMILY CONNECTION ALL 
OVER KENTUCKY. 


ACTIVE IN BANKING CIRCLES. 


Richmond. Ky.. May 13.—[Special.]— 
Thomas D. Chenault. Sr., aged seventy 
years, one of the most prominent and 
wealthiest farmers of Madison, after 
long Illness, died at 3 o’clock this 
morning at hla home. “Cumber¬ 
land View*." on the Big Hill pike, five 
miles from this city. He w*as the larg¬ 
est land-owner In the county, owning 
at the time of his death 2.800 acres of 
bluegr&ss land, splendidly Improved 
and stocked. His estate Is estimated to 
be worth over $800,000. 

Mr. Chenault w'as also the larges* 
export cattle raiser In the county. He 
was a lifelong Democrat and a member 
of the prominent and numerous Che- 
nault family of this and adjoining 
counties. He was a lineal descendent 
of the Rev. David Chenault. the famous 
pioneer minister of his day, who lo¬ 
cated near the old Boonesborough fort 
In this ectunty. 

When In active business Mr. Chenault 
was president of the old Second Na¬ 
tional batik* When that Institution w*as 
succeeded by the State Bank and 
Ttust Company, he was made president 
of that bank. He is survived by- his 
widow', who was a Miss Chenault, and 
seven children. The children are the 
Hon. J. B. Chenault, ex-lnsurance 
Commissioner and present Democratic 
nominee for Glerk of Court of Appeals; 
Messrs. Harvey and Thomas D. Che— 
nault, prominent farmers of this coun¬ 
ty; Mrs. David P. Gay. of Winchester; 
Mrs. Albert McCow'en and Misses Car¬ 
lisle and Eleanor Chenault, of this city. 
The funeral services will be held to¬ 
morrow afternoon at 2 o’clock at 
"Cumb-rlnnd View," and burial in the 
Richmond cemetery. 


Smith said that the men whom Har¬ 
gis and Callahan particularly referred 
to as wanting killed were James Coek- 
rfll. Dr. B. D. Cox. Jarmw Marcum 
and Judge Oardw'ell. the first three of 
whom have since been assassinated in 
reeccesslon at Jackson. When asked 
on cross-examination why he testified 
tn the Hargis trttal a>t Beattyville that 
he knew* nothing of the murders. Smith 
answered that he was then under in¬ 
dictment himself and wnas under the 
Influence of the Hargises and was will¬ 
ing to swear to anything they told him 
to say. After the trial at BeottyviMe 
he had decided to tell the whole truth, 
which be had done In his testimony p.t 
this trial. 

T. T. Cope, a lawyer of Jackson, who 
had testified Saturday, was recalled 
to-day. He said that Judge Hargis had 
told him, a short time after Oockrlll 
was killed, that he had received a let¬ 
ter from Winchester, notifying him 
than Cock rill was coming to Jackson to 
kill him. but that instead of Harg*il 
being killed Cockrlll had been killed. 
Cope explained that be had told Janie© 
E. Patrick about this Saturday evening 
after he had finished his testimony and 
did not expect to be recalled. He had 
not told thCs In his testimony because 
he was reluctant to voluntarily say 
anything that would hurt Hargis, who 
had been his friend, and for whom he 

had always voted. 

• • • 

Would Defend CockrUl’s Slayer. 

S. S. Taulbee. who succeeded Hargis 
as County Judge of Breathitt, stated 
that Judge Hargis had said to him a 
short time before Cockrlll was kille<^ 
“I would not kill Jim Cockrlll myself, 
but I would pay the best lawyer I 
could get to defend the man who did, 
and w'ould sit by him in the courthouse 
w hile be was being tried.” 

C. X. Bowdlng testified that when he 
reached Cockrlll’s side, where he lay 
weltering in his own blood, in the alley 
where he fell. Cockrlll exclaimed: "My 
God, they have got me at last!” Bowl- 
lng asked Cockrlll who had shot him 
and Oockrlll said he did not knowv 
Bow'llng stated that a short time before 
\he tnurder Cockrlll had tvaiked by the 
Hargis store, and Hargis said to Bowl¬ 
ing: “The dirty scoundrel has the 
nerve to walk by my store after trying 
to kill me.”

Washington, May 13. — [Special.] — 
Through the action of the Court of 
Claims this morning tardy Justice has 
at length been done for the heirs of 
Gen. T. , T. Garrard. For over forty 
years Congress and the courts have 
been appealed to In behalf of the claim¬ 
ants. who, under the decision an¬ 
nounced to-day. will receive about $18,- 
000 in payment of damages done the 
salt wells near Manchester. Clay coun- 
ty, by United States troops. Judge J. 
H. Embry, formerly of Richmond. Ky., 
has been the counsel In the case for 
about thirty years. Recently Capt. C. 
C. Calhout)* of Lexington, has been as¬ 
sociated with him. 

Among the beneficiaries are Oapt 
Garrard, of the army; former Congress- 
rmih White, of Clay couhty; Mrs. W. S. 
Hager, wdfe of the Democratic guberna¬ 
torial nominee; Steve Gibson, Charles 
Manning, J. N. Norwood, of Lexington, 
and others throughout the State. 

In 1862 Gen. Buell had reason to be¬ 
lieve that the Confederate forces In¬ 
tended to come to Manchester and ap¬ 
propriate a large quantity of salt on 
hand at the wells owned by the Gar- 
rards, Reids, Whites, Hortons and 
Chastaints. The Confederates had fre¬ 
quently taken this course before, and 
Gen. Buell concluded to order the de¬ 
struction of the wells. His orders were 
carried out to the lertter and tbe prop¬ 
erty w'as demolished. 

Two years after Gen. Garrard and 
other owners of the property asked to 
be reimbursed. They proved their loy¬ 
alty, to the Union, but for one reason 
or another they were never able to get 
favorable action on the claim. 

In the early ’70s Judge Embry w'aq 
placed In charge of the claim. On sev¬ 
eral occasions he got it through the 
house or Senate. Finally It passed both 
branches, but Gram vetoed It. 

It was then decided to try the Court 
of Claims. Through the late Senator 
Beck this was accomplished and until 
to-day it has remained before that body. 
At the next session the claim jvlll be 
certified to Congress by the colirt ^nd 
the money will be appropriated.

JUSTICE HARLAN DISSENTS. 


Washington, May 13.—[Special.]—The 
United States Supreme Court to-day re¬ 
versed the Kentucky Court of Appeals 
in the case of the Adams Express Com¬ 
pany vs. the Commonwealth of Ken¬ 
tucky. The case came from the Cir¬ 
cuit Court of Laurel county, where, at 
East Bemstadt, one George Muce re¬ 
ceived from the company a package of 
w'hisky, which was paid for on deliv¬ 
ery. the same being a shipment com¬ 
monly known as a C. O. D. shipment. 
The company was subsequently fined 
by the Laurel court, fhe decision w*as 
affirmed by the Kentucky Court of 
Appeals, and brought to Washington on 
a writ of error. The act under w*hlch 
the prosecution was brought was a sub¬ 
section of 2557, of the Kentucky Stat¬ 
utes, 1903, oommotily called the ”C. O. 
D. Law,” which Is part of the State’s 
general local option law, as amended 
In 1902.

TWO MEN IN CUSTODY, ONE IN 
PRINCETON JAIL. 


CHARGED WITH DESTROYING 
PRIVATE PROPERTY. 


OTHERS MAY BE INVOLVED. 


Princeton, Ky.. May 13.—[Special.]—* 
Steve Short and Ned Pettit have been 
arrested by Caldwell, Trigg and Lyqn 
county officers on the charge of de¬ 
stroying the tobacco beds of Firmon 
Oliver, J. E Hollowell and Wallace 
Oliver. The affidavit wap sworn to by 
Firmon Oliver. Both Short and Pettit 
are nonossoclation men and were crop¬ 
pers of R. H. Hollowell: The beds the 
men are accused of having destroyed 
belonged to association farmers. 

Short furnished bond In the sum of 
$300. while Pettit, a negro. In default of 
ball, was placed in the county Jail at 
this place. 

The arrest of Short and Pettit Is the 
first made in connection with the to¬ 
bacco bed scraping and other means of 
destroying tobacco beds and plants. 
The examining trial of Short and Pettit 
will come up Wednesday and It is said 
that some direct evidence will be given 
that may lead to other arrests brought 
about by the retaliation spirit which 
has been practiced in the southern sec¬ 
tion of Caldwell county. 


The package, containing a gallon of 
whisky, was shipped from Cincinnati 
to Muce. The court therefore bolds that 
thq transaction was one of Interstate 
commerce, and yithln the exclusive 
jurisdiction of Congress. 

“The Kentucky statute," says Justice 
Brewer, In delivering the opinion, “Is 
obviously an attempt to regulate such 
interstate commerce. This Is hardly 
questioned by the Court of Appeals, and 
Is beyond dispute. The Court of Ap¬ 
peals sustained the judgment upon 
these facts: 

" ’Muce testified that he had not or¬ 
dered the whisky; that he was not ex¬ 
pecting It from Cincinnati, but, on po- 
ing with his brother tr the company’s 
office at East Bemstadt, was told that 
It was there awaiting him; that he re¬ 
quested the agent to hold it until the 
succeeding Saturday, when he would 
come, pay for It. nod take It away, and 
that on that day he did so. paying $3.85 
for the whisky, the express charges hav¬ 
ing been prepaid at Cincinnati. 

“The Kentucky court held that by 
reason of the retention of the package 
by the agent, the company ceased to 
hold It as carrier and had become a 
mere warehouseman ;* that, therefore, 
the statute, as applied to the transac¬ 
tion wms not a regulation of commerce; 
and further, that as Muce had not or¬ 
dered the whisky there was no contract 
for the sale of It iq Cincinnati, but only 
with the compnni* at Eakt Bemstadt 
that j'hlle there was no testimony 
showing that the company’s agent at 
Clnt*inna\l knew* that whisky had not 
befn ordered by Muce, yet Its agent In 
Kentucky was so Informed and, there¬ 
fore the company was possessed, 
through its agent, of knowledge that 
there w*a» no Interstate transaction and 
with that knowledge sold the whisky to 
Muce. 

• ■ • 

South Carolina Case. 

“But that the agent consented to hold 
the w’hisky until Saturday did not de¬ 
stroy the character of the transaction 
ne one of Interstate commerce Is set¬ 
tled.” says’the Supreme Court, “by the 
recent case of Heyman vs. the.Southern 
railway. 

“In that case vtfhlsky had been for¬ 
warded to a party In Charleston, S. C.„ 
and after Its arrival there was placed 
in the warehouse of the railroad com¬ 
pany by its agent and there seized by 
Constables, asserting their right to do 
so, under the dispensary law' of South 
Carolina. The point wrfs made and 
sustained by the Supreme Court of 
Georgia, where action had been brought 
against the company for the value of 
Jhe goods, that when the goods were 
replaced In- the warehouse the carrier 
was thenceforward liable only as a 
warehouseman.” 

The court then quotes freely from 
the Heyman-Southern rallrryid case and 
concludes: 

“With reference to the testimony as 
to the knowledge by the company of 
the fact that the w'hisky had not been 
ordered by the consignee, it is sufficient 
to say that the averment In the Indict¬ 
ment is that the express company was 
engaged In the business of a common 
carrier of package*, ^tc., and that the 
shipment and delivery were made and 
done in the usual course of Its busi¬ 
ness. 

“This excludes necessarily the as¬ 
sumption that the transaction w'as one 
of sale by the express company at East 
Bemstadt, &n^ of course, the company 
w’as under no obligation to offer testi¬ 
mony In support of that w’hlch the 
State admitted to be the fact. 

“We do not mean to Intimate that an 
express company may not also engage 
In the business of selling liquor In a 
State, contrary to Its law’s, or that the 
fact that the consignee did not order a 
shipment might not be evidence for a 
Jury to consider upon tbe question 
ghether the company was not. In addi¬ 
tion to Its express business, also sell¬ 
ing liquor contrary to the statutes. 

• • * 

Sympathize With Efforts. 

“Xt Is enough to hold, as we do. that 


under the averments of this indictment 
such testimony Is Immaterial. Much 
as vve sympathize with the efforts to 
put a stop to the sales of intoxicating 
liquors in defiance of the policy of a 
State, we are not at liberty to recog¬ 
nize any Tule which will npllify or tend 
to weaken the power vested by the Con¬ 
stitution In Cimgrezs over Interstate 
commerce. We therefore reverse the 
Judgment of the Kentucky Court of Ap¬ 
peals and remand the case for further 
proceedings not inconsistent with this 
opinion.” 

The court also holds similarly In trwo 
other cases where liquor was shipped 
from Cincinnati to Burbourville and 
Hodgensville. Justice Harlan dissent¬ 
ed In each case.

Buying Orders Poured. In 
From All Sides. 


Brokers Ready To Buy Mil¬ 
lions of Bushels. 


Advance Seems Based On 
Natural Conditions. 


THE PROBLEM IN EUROPE. 


Lexington, Ky.. May 13.—[Special.]— 
A unique engineering feat was begun 
to-day on the tunnel on the L. and E. 
railroad, near Natural Bridge. The 
road has been frequently obstructed 
this winter by mud washing down from 
the hillside above the northern mouth 
of the tunnel, and the effort Is to pre¬ 
vent further difficulty on that score. It 
Is proposed to literally wash away the 
side of the hill, one hundred feet high, 
back a distance of eighty-five-feet from 
the mouth of the tunnel. The tunnel 
is over 800 feet long, but all but eighty- 
five feet near the entrance is through 
solid rocl*. 

To w*ash away this immense quantity 
of eaflh. a Siamese nozzle to a hose 
carrying 125-pound pressure to the Inch 
Is pressed against the hillside and the 
stream of water which it throws cuts 
Into thci earth UJce a drill. The water 
is furnished by a nearby creek, where 
a powerful pump is placed, and as the 
earth is washed away It flows in the 
shape of liquid mud into trenches which 
conduct to the aides of a fill which Is 
being constructed for the road. 

The scheme for removing the hill w'a« 
suggested by W. A. McDowell, general 
manager of the L. and E. railroad, and 
has never been used east of the Mis¬ 
sissippi river. It Is an application of 
the principle' used by gold and silver 
miners In the West. The work will 
consume several months. 


UNPOPULAR OFFICER 
“GIVEN THE SILENCE” 


BATTALION OF MIDSHIPMEN 
SHOW THEIR DISLIKE. 


RESTRICTED TO THE INSTITU¬ 
TION AS PUNISHMENT. 


SAT QUIET FOR TWO HOURS. 


Annapolis, Md , May 13.—The whole 
membership of the first battalion of tho 
brigade of midshipmen has been re¬ 
stricted for an indefinite period to the 
confines of the Institution as a result of 
Its members having “given the silence* 
to Lieut. Commander C. B. McVay, Jr. 
one of the discipline officers. The mem¬ 
bers of the battalion had taken excep 
tlon to McVay’s mode of Investigating 
their actions and determined to admin¬ 
ister this form of rebuke to him. 

The “silence” la .as old as the navy 
Itself. It is In the nature of a boycott. 
At the ttme agreed for Its application) 
those participating in it keep absolute¬ 
ly silent during the whole of some meal 
at which the officer Is present In the 
midshipmen’s mess hall. Ordinarily 
the dining-room at mealtime is a very 
noisy place, and silence when the 890 
midshipmen are assembled there Is de¬ 
cidedly noticeable. 

When It was directed against Lieut. 
Commander McVay that officer with¬ 
held "the order for the first battalion to 
leave the room at the end of the meal, 
after having dismissed the second bat¬ 
talion. He eat quietly at the table for 
nearly two hours, attempting by this 
means to force the remaining midship¬ 
men to break their silence, but without 
effect. 

Eventually he dismissed them and re¬ 
ported the matter to the commandant. 
As all the members of the first battalion 
participated, all were punished for dis¬ 
respect to an officer. 


Chicago, May 13.—In the most sen¬ 
sational opening In the history of tha 
Chicago Board of Trade wheat to-day 
shot past the dollar mark. Heavy real¬ 
izing sales pushed the market back¬ 
ward somewhat, but at the close tho 
market was strong, and according to 
the majority of speculators on the board 
the demand on which the late advance 
has been made Is still unsatisfied. Tho 
net advance to-day for w’heat was four 
cents for the July and Sc-ptember op¬ 
tions and 4H cents for the December. 

From the low' point of Monday of last 
week, July wheats advanced 13^ cents. 
September has gone up 15% and in tho 
December option the high point w*as 
16% above the low* price of last Mon¬ 
day. 

• • • 

Strong Bulge.* 

It was a certainty that a strong 
bulge would take place in thfc wheat 
market at the opening. Country or¬ 
ders had been poured in, seemingly In 
an endless stream and In obedience to 
them brokers stood ready to buy mil¬ 
lions of bushels at the market price. 
Shorts were In a highly nervous condi¬ 
tion and eager to cover. The result was 
that as soon as the gong sounded there 
was a terrific roar of voices all anxious 
to buy and nobody offering to sell. 

The trade was too big and too broad 
to be followed with any certainty and. 
brokers filled orders frequently several 
cents away from the point at which 
they had hoped to buy. The confusion 
was so great that for a few’ minutes 
but little actual business was trans¬ 
acted, the brokers fighting and strug¬ 
gling In the effort to get hold or w’heat < 
from anybody or at any price. 

The July option sold, as soon as fig¬ 
ures could be registered out of the con¬ 
fusion. anyw'here between 93 and 94. 
which was 1% to 2% cents higher than 
the close of Saturday. September 
opened at 95 to 99, which was up 1% 
to 6% cents above the closing price of 
last w’eek. December showed a wider 
range than either of the other options 
and the owning quotations ran at all 
figures between 96 *4 and 103. This 
price was 14 to 8 cents above the final 

quotations of Saturday.

Rush of Orders.

ELBOW IN OIL REFINERY LETS 
GO UNDER HEAVY 
PRESSURE. 


The rush of buying orders seemed to 
come fftm almost every city In the 
United States situated along a tele¬ 
graph wire. They came from Winni¬ 
peg and from Louisiana and from points 
on the Pacific and Atlantic seaboards. 
Tho professional traders were of the 
opinion that the opening was a little 
too vigorous and the chance to seize 
profits on lines of long w'heat carried 
over Sunday w'as tempting. As soon, 
therefore, as trade steadied a trlflo. 
millions of bushels w*ei d thrown on the 
market In realfjlng sales and the ad¬ 
vance for a time was checked. 

The buying orders; however, still 
poured In, and the market soared up 
again. Again the long w’heat came out 
and brought about a reaction, and 
ngnfn the country buyers forced It up. 
The situation was too strong for any 
man or any clique of men to atom. Tho 
country at large seemed determined to 
buy wheat at whatever price It could 
•be had. 

There w'as no claim In anj\ direction 
that the. market was being manipu¬ 
lated. The general- opinion seemed to 
bo that the advance was based on nat¬ 
ural conditions, which seem certain to 
curtail in large degree the world’s com¬ 
ing crop of wheat. The advices from 
all parts of the West and Northwest 
confirmed the previous reports of dam¬ 
age by weather and by Insects, while a 
telegram from the Canadian Northwest 
declared that there was still no possi¬ 
bility of seeding ,ln that district, and 
that every day oi delay meant the loss 
of thousands of acres that might other¬ 
wise have been sown.

Foreign Markets. 


Georgetown. Ky., May 13.—[Special.] 
—An explosion occurred here at the 
plant of the Indian OH Refining Com¬ 
pany this afternoon, w'hen an elbow' of 
one of the steam pipes of a boiler gave 
way under extreme pressure.

Will Return To Work To-day. 

Philadelphia, May 13.—The strike and 
lockout of bricklayers and masons In 
thin city, which grew out of a dispute 
bet ween the trades ns to the rghts of 
gnuilte cutters to sot finished stone was 
declared off to-day. About 3,000 brek- 
lavers and a total of 25,000 men In va¬ 
rious branches of tho building trades 
will return to work to-morrow. 


Cablegrams reported the markets at 
Liverpool and Budapest to be in a high¬ 
ly < xclted condition, with prices advanc¬ 
ing strongly. Liverpool was declared 
to bo affected by gloomy reports from 
Russia, and It w*as the belief of many 
prominent commission men that Europe 
will # be forced to buy heavily In the 
American market, and that the Amer¬ 
ican market Instead of being able to 
meet this demand will be scarcely 
strong enough to supply such wheat 
as Is needed for home consumption. 

Such prominent traders as Wm. H. 
Bartlett and James A Hatton said that 
the condVtlons warranted the sensation¬ 
al advance in prices, declaring that the 
w-heat problem for this year will be \ 
difficult one for European buyers to 
solve. Among smaller traders, predic¬ 
tions were made that before the pres¬ 
ent advance Iuls stopped, July wheat 
will go over 11.26, and possibly to ILMl

SHOT HIMSELF 


WHILE EXPERTS WERE CHECK¬ 
ING UP HIS ACCOUNTS. 


Cashier of Columbus Post-office Prob¬ 
ably Will Die FTom Self-In¬ 
flicted Wound. 


Columbus, O.. May 13.—W. C. Wal¬ 
lace, cashier of the Columbus 
office and former President of the City 
Council, shot himself In the head at 
his home In this city late this after¬ 
noon and inflicted a wound which the 
physicians say will result In death. 

Inspector to-day began to check up 
the accounts at the/post-offiep. This 
morning they went over the books in 
the money-order and stamp depart¬ 
ments. and this afternoon took up the 
accounts of the cashier. Cashier Wal¬ 
lace was at the post-office during the 
morning, but <Hd not return in the aft¬ 
ernoon. The cashier's absence being re¬ 
garded ns unusual. Postmaster Krumrn 
this afternoon started for Mr. Wal¬ 
lace’s home to learn the cause. Mr. 
Wallace, who was in o,n upstairs room, 
saw the postmaster coming and called 
to his wife to let him come In. Just 
as Mr. Krumrn was entering the house 
a shot rang out above, and It was 
quickly discovered that Mr. Wallace 
had shot himself. 

% The post-office Inspectors have not 
yet made any report of thetr examina¬ 
tion of the cashier's books, which Is 
still In progress. 

Mr. Wallace was formerly assistant 
postmaster, but later was appointed 
cashier. In the fall of 1906 he resigned 
to run for County Auditor, but he was 
defeated and lost his home, whieh^vas 
mortgaged to meet campaign expenses. 
He worried greatly over his losses. Sub¬ 
sequently he was reappointed cashier 
of the post-office. Mr. Wallace was an 
active worker in the Methodist church.

Portrait of Judge Ike Quigley Re¬ 
ceived By Governor's Secretary 
and Will Be Hung.- 


Frankfort. Ky., May 18.—[Special ]— 
Some years ago the late Cept. W. S. B. 
Hill, then tipstaff of the Court of Ap¬ 
peals. began the collection of portraits 
of the Chief Justices, which he hung 
in the court room. This collection has 
been added to at times until the pic¬ 
tures of many of Kentucky’s most dis¬ 
tinguished Jurists adorn the ■walls. The 
Latest tn ha hung In this classic cham¬ 


ber Is a good portrait of Judge Ike M. 
Quigley of Paducah. It was received 
by the Governor's private secretary, E. 
O. Leigh, from Mrs Ira Quigley Lang- 
staff to-day, and will be hung in the 
court room near the portrait of the late 
Judge Grace. 

Judge Quigley was appointed In 1894 
to the bench to succeed the late Judge 
Caswell Bennett, serving the remainder 
of the term, but was not a candidate 
for the succession. He was one of the 
youngest men ever on the Court of Ap¬ 
peals bench, but during his short term 
more of his opinions were marked for 
report than those of any other Judge 
for a similar period. He was a member 
of the General Assembly for the terms 
of 1891-2-3 and 1884. taking high rank J 
in discussions, and being the author of 
many of the Important provision* of 
the present statutes. The charter for 
third-class cities was largely the work 
of his brain. 

Judge Quigley resumed the practice 
of his profession at Paducah after the 
expiration of his term, and died a few 
years ago. _ _ _

Little Progress In Haywood 
Trial At Boise. 


Judge Patiently Listens To 
Talismen's Tales. 


Dead Governor’s Son a Silent 
Spectator. 


STRAGGLERS NOT ADMITTED. 


Boise, Idaho, May 13.—Only a frag¬ 
ment of to-day warn given over to 
actual work In the Haywood trial, and 
the one step forward was the qualifica¬ 
tion of a single talesman, who seems 
marked for peremptory challenge later. 
The rest of the time wem to Che tales¬ 
men <wf the special venire and the rea¬ 
sons that made it Impossible for them 
to serve the State «u this time. Judge 
Wood called the ca*e at 2 o’clock and 
at once gave attention to the 100 men 
summoned by Sheriff Hodgin in the 
special venire issued on Thursday last. 

The court asked those who had spe¬ 
cial excuses to offer to come forward, 
and up surged a Utile more than thirty- 
three. They swarmed around the clerk's 
desk and choked up the left approach 
to the bench. 

• • • 

All Had Excuses. 

Seven of them were sick, and five of 
them w$re the husbands of sick wive*. 
Some presented crlsp-looklng certifi¬ 
cates from doctors, others offered their 
quaklng bodies as visual evidence, and 
the rest pleaded earnestly. Then there 
were ditch riders, who must ride hard 
and constantly these days in this land 
of Irrigation, where water is a com¬ 
munity concern, Next there was a 
batch of Federal grand jurors who are 
under call to meet on June 15, a date 
uhoit will surely conflict with this trial, 
and after them trooped a little column 
of county officials, great and small. 

Then there were administrators of 
estates with heirs who may suffer by 
thotr enforced absence, and two bank¬ 
ers, who mum watch and count the 
coin In national banks. In age they 
range from gray-bad red old chvips, 
quivering under their years, to husky 
youngsters In early citizenship, and 
In appearance from the weather-mark¬ 
ed farmed to the well-dressed, com¬ 
fortable burgher. 

With tact and patience Judge Wood 
heard them through, and the thirty- 
five tales were not all told until 3:20 
by the clock. Twenty-four of the 
pleaders were excused and the other 
eleven returned to the panel, either 
temporarily or permanently, leaving the 
total at eevettty-sftx.

For Implied Bias. 


Thomas Smith, nineteen years of age. 
was arrested last night at the Tenth- 
street station by Patrolman Goetz on 
la warrant charging him with shooting 
i at Sheriff Lincoln Well#, of Casey coun¬ 
ty, without wounding. The shooting is 
said to have occurred In Casey county 
on April 7. Smith declined to make a 
statement when seen at the Jail. He 
Is a big man. although young in years. 
He Is six feet tall and weighs more 
than 200 pounds. The difficulty with 
Sheriff Wells Is said to have occurred 
over money matters. 

Charity Organization Changes Name. 

Tho Louisville Charity Organization So¬ 
ciety yesterday filed an amendment to its 
charter, changing its name to tho Asso¬ 
ciated Charities of Louisville. 


In the hour devoted to counoel’s ex¬ 
amination of talewncn. Ellsworth Lis¬ 
ter. a young fanner, who had vainly 
striven to be excused, went down be¬ 
fore an objection from the prosecution 
for implied tolas, and gave way to Wal¬ 
ter Shaw, twenty-nine years old, a 
brother of a present member o-f the 
Idaho Legislature, now a farmer. Shaw 
qualified after an extended examina¬ 
tion that filled the time down to ad¬ 
journment, bu*t lie was indefinite in 
many of his answers and seemed unin¬ 
formed upon many matters essential In 
,the standard grade of Jurors. Shaw Is 
generally labeled for a peremptory 
challenge. 

The examination of James H. Haw¬ 
ley, leading counsel for the State, was 
again brief. Hawley chiefly directed 
himself to the question Of attitude to¬ 
ward circumstantial evidence, capital 
punishment and the absence of the pris¬ 
oner from Idaho when the crime was 
committed. He also sought for pos¬ 
sible feeling as to former Gov. Steun- 
enberg personally, »and carefully ques¬ 
tioned the talesrnah as to formed and 
expressed opinions and tho possibility 
of their removal by competent evidence, 

Hawley’s direct challenge of Lister, 
In which the defense acquiesced, made 
Shaw; the only talesman examined bv 
E. F. Richardson. Once again he asked 
aa to the effect of the letter of President 
Roosevelt designating Haywood and his 
associates as ‘‘undesirable citizens,*’ tho 
speeches of Secretary T*ft and the acts 
of Gov. Gooding and the Idaho Legisla¬ 
ture. 

He again carefully sought for preju¬ 
dice against Socialists and members of 
-the Western Federation of Miners, and 
possible bias against members of labor 
unions generally. He also covered the 
line of sympathy with or Interest in the 
organization of mine owners and the 
Citizens' Alliance and possible local al¬ 
liances In the church, the lodge and the 
political party. 

• • • 

Steunenberg’s Son. 

To the court this -afternoon came 
Julian Steunenberg. son of the mur¬ 
dered Governor, a tall, sturdy youth 
strikingly like his father in face and 
figure. For two hours he sat with the 
members of the Boise bar, ten feet from 
the chair of the prisoner, William D. 
Haywood. He spoke to no one, and re¬ 
mained a quiet, unobtrusive spectator. 
He is here under subpoena as a wlt- 
nlss, and it is expected will be among 
the first called. 

The court room was crowded for me 
first time, but that was because of the 
summoned hundred Jurors. An hour 
after the session began Sheriff Hodgin 
ordered the doors closed, and for the 
rest of the afternoon admission was de¬ 
nied to the few stragglers who came 
along. 

There are now twelve men occupy¬ 
ing the Jury box and Jury house. Of 
the number four have been examined 
and temporarily passed by both sides 
and eight remain to be questioned by 
the defense. In future the court is to 
sit from 10 to 12 In the morning and 
from 2 to 4 3ft In the afternoon until 
otherwise ordered by Judge Wood.

CONFERENCE 
CALLED OFF 


Dick Says Its Purpose Was 
Misunderstood. 


Has Done Everything Possi¬ 
ble To Restore Peace. 


Impossible To Bring About 
Harmony At Present Time. 


PASSES IT UP TO THE PARTY. 


Akron, O., May 13.—United States 
Senator Charles Dick, who la chairman 
of the Republican Plate Central Com¬ 
mittee, to-night Issued a statement call¬ 
ing off the order for a conference at 
Columbus Wednesday of members of 
the State Central Committee, Repub¬ 
lican members of Congress. county 
chairmen. State officers arid Republican 
leaders generally. The call for the con¬ 
ference was issued lost week, and gave 
for its object the discussion of means 
of reconciling the clashing Interests of 
political leadens in this State and main¬ 
taining harmony in the party. Follow¬ 
ing Is Senator Dick’s statement calling 
off Wednesday’s conference: 

"When, as chairman of the Ohio Re¬ 
publican State Executive Committee, 1 
invited a conference of the State Cen¬ 
tral and Executive Committees, of the 
chairmen of the Republican County Ex¬ 
ecutive Committees, of the elective 
State officers, and of the Republican 
members of Congress, to be held at Co« 
lunvbus, Wednesday, May 15, I then as¬ 
sumed entire responsibility for the call, 
as I now assume entire responsibility 
for an indefinite postponement of that 
meeting. It would seem proper, how¬ 
ever, that a brief explanation should 
be made. 

• • • 

His Original Intention. 


•The conference was called with no 
purpose of ratifying any deal, bargain 
or compromise, for there w’as none, but 
-to secure party harmony and unity of 
purpose among the Republicans of 
Ohio, and to allay party strife and 
contention*, This, it was believed, could 
be done by a full, frank and consid¬ 
erate exchange of opinion in so repre¬ 
sentative a gntherlng. and finally, the 
adoption of some public expression 
voicing as nearly as might be the 
ascertained sentiment of Ohio Repub¬ 
licans. There was no Intention of as¬ 
suming to do more than to recommend 
united action and effort among Ohio 
Republicans and no purpose to attempt 
to dictate or evfn Indorse, or still less 
nominate, the party choice or candl 
dates. It was never mean to have the 
conference assume the functions of the 
State Convention or encroach upon any 
rights or privileges of Individual Re¬ 
publicans. Nor was It supposed that 
there would be any ari>l;trary action 
binding the great body of Republicans 
and no such action was contemplated, 
as a careful reading of the c^ll will 
show'. Certainly the conference could 
exercise no function beyond that of 
recommendation. 

"The chief thought \vaa that harmony 
and unity among all the Republicans of 
Ohio, based upon Justice to every ele¬ 
ment of the party, are essential to the 
complete promotion of Republican prin 
cl pies. and to insure full success to 
Republican candidates in all elections, 
local as well as general, and should be 

secured, if possible, without delay. 

• • • 

Purpose Misunderstood. 


"The purpose of this meeting has 
been misunderstood by some and mis¬ 
represented by others, and thus It has 
met with’ some opposition and disfavor, 
and, in other cases, animosity. There¬ 
fore, having become convinced that the 
desired restoration of complete har¬ 
mony through unanimous action by 
such & conference would be Impossible 
at this time, I postpone the meeting In¬ 
definitely. CHARLES DICK.’ 

The following telegram was sent to 
those w'ho had been invited: 

"Akron, O.. May 13, 1907.—Conference 
called for Wednesday Indefinitely post¬ 
poned. Statement In Tuesday’s news¬ 
papers. CHARLES DICK." 

Senator Dick, according to state¬ 
ments of his friends, feels that he has 
done all possible to bring about peace, 
and as chairman of the Executive Com¬ 
mittee now leaves the matter to the 
party.

He was asked who Hargis and Calla¬ 
han wanted killed and said *hat they 
particularly designated Dr. B. D. Cox 
James Coekrill, James Marcum (nil 
three of wh>>ni were afterward mur¬ 
dered). Tom Cardwell and others he 
could not remember. Witness stated 
that they said Judge Blanton, More 
F«ltner and John Abner ought to bo 
killed, but he thought th*y were J k- 
ing about those three. He **id he was 
never asked to kill Ful: French- Smith 
said that after the talk at Frankfort 
he came to Lexington and spent the 
night at the English Kitchen, leaving 
next morning for Jackson. Attorney 
Farrell drew the statement from Sm’tn 
that since last Saturday he had roomed 
at the Palace Hotel with Goran Smith, 
Walker Combs and Dan Hurst, arid 
that he had tulked with them about the 
testimony, and hud also talkqd with 
Attorneys Byrd and Jouett ana Prose¬ 
cuting Attorney Allen a few minutes 
before court opened.

Says Memory Is Poor, 


He admitted his memory w’as poor 
and had been for fifteen years, on ec- 
• ourvt of catarrh. He said be first no¬ 
ticed It three or four years ago. He 
admitted he was addicted to the use 
of morphine, having first begun to uae 
it about eight months ago, on the ad¬ 
vice of a physician who prescribed It 
to ease his suffering during a severe 
ll Of rti-eurmulsm. He iettl 'lu: 
he had taken a dose Just before com¬ 
ing Into court. He admitted that he 
had tewtlfVed during the trial of Judge 
Hargis at Beaittyvllle that he had noth¬ 
ing to do with the killing of Dr. Cox 
or James CockriU. He said, however, 
■thu'c he was then under indictment 
himself and was under the Influence 
< f the Hargises to sucli an extent that 
he was willing to swear to anything 
they told htlm to say. After the Be^ty- 
vllle trial, however, he bad made up 
his mind 'to ifeJI tho truth, which was 
the story he had since testified to. He 
stated that he tvus in Jaiil a<t Jackson 
with John Abner for about four months 
and It was during that time, on the 
advice of h'ls brother, Go van Smith, 
that he decided to tell the whole ^ru'th. 
He denied having told John Abner that 
he would swear to any statement that 
would get him out of trouble, but on 
the contrary he urged Abner to make a 
confession at the same time he did.

Back On Stand. 


J. J. C. Bach, a lawyer of Jackson. 
w*as Uhe next witness. He said that 
when he heurd the sh<yts w'hloh killed 
Coekrill he w-as In h4s office In the 
H.uxta office building and heard the 
shat a. He looked out of the window 
and located the shots os coming from 
the courthouse. He said h- saw* Curt 
Jett and Bill Britton standing In* the 
front door of the courthouse after the 
shooting. Both had pisrfols In their 
hands. Witness said he advised agMinflt 
the Hargises putting themselves In the 
custody of any officer in Breathitt 
county, but lhAt after the parties w r ere 
indicted In Fayette oounty they did 
give themselves up to the authorities 
In Breathkit county.

New Bit of Evidence. 

T. T. Cope, a lawyer of Jackson, who 
had testified Saturday, w’as recalled by 
tho prosecution and gave the following 
now and sensational testimony: He 
said that after Ox-krill was killed 
Judge Hargis had told th© witness that 
ho had received a letter from Winches¬ 
ter notifying him that Coekrill was 
coming to Jackson to kill him (HargD), 
but that Instead of Coekrill killing h m. 
he had got killed himself. On cross- 
examination by the defense. Cope said 
said that his testimony Just given con¬ 
cerning Hargis* statement to him had 
been first told by the w itness to John 
E Patrick Saturday after Cope had 
left the witness stand, and when he be< 
lleved that his testimony w-as ended. 
Cope said he had fell reluctant to tell

Hargis, who had been his friend and 
for whom he had voted every' time Har¬ 
gis had ran for officer Cope said he 
went home Saturday, but w r as brought 
back this morning. b« lng sumoned for 
the Commonwealth by Special Bailiff 
Sam Coekrill.

Shot Scared Hi9 Mule. 


James Blanton, of Breathitt county 
wus th© next witness placed on the 
stand. Blanton said that when the 
shooting began he w'os sitting on a 
mule In the street near the courthouse. 
He saw that th© shots were fired from 
the courthouse, but the noise of the 
volley scared his mule so badly that he 
did not see much else at the time, as 
he had to give his attention to manag¬ 
ing the mule. He took the mule to an 
alley and hitched It and came ba'-k to 
Hargis* store. He saw Judge Hargis 
In the second story* of his store in h s 
shirt sleeves. Curt Jett came across 
the street from th© courthouse to tho 
Hnrgis store and Hargis called to Jett, 
bul the witness did not understand 
what he said. Jett soon went back to 
thr courthouse. The witness went to 
where James Coekrill lay woundel nnd 
**nw several persons there, but did not 
remember who they all were, as he 
"didn't memorize the men." He came 
back to the courthouse and saw Curt 
Jett In the front door. 

William Spencer, an uncle of James 
Hargis, who had been Jailer of Breath¬ 
itt county w-hen Coekrill was killed, was 
next placed on the stand. He said that 
wtien Coekrill was shot a prisoner had 
Just been brought to the Jail. As soon 
as the prisoner was locked up he went 
to where Coekrill lay and then to the 
courthouse nnd made a search of the 
building. He found no one In the va¬ 
rious rooms, but was unable to get Into 
the old Sheriff's office, as It was locked. 
That night he saw two men go by the 
Jail toward the river. Shortly after¬ 
ward two horsemen rode rapidly by 
toward the river, each carrying a rlfie. 
They passed about 11 o'clock at night. 

• • • 

Will Need Smith Later. 


Govan Smith, the brother of John 
Smith, w'ho had previously testified, 
was the next witness. He said he saw 
John Smith and John Abner at Curt 
Smith’s house on Cave Creek the night 
before Coekrill was killed. Abner and 
Smith remained about fifteen minutes 
and left about midnight, saying tlv\v 
were going to JtackFon and w'anted to 
get there between 2 nnd 4 o’clock In the 
morning. Col. Allen asked the witness 
who wa* on John Smith’s bond, but 
the defense objected to an answer and 
was sustained. The record shows that 
James and Alex Hargis nnd Ed Calla¬ 
han signed Smith’s bond. The Circuit 
Clerk will be Introduced liter to show 
this fact. When the witness stepped 
aside Col. Allen said: "That will do 
now. Mr. Smith. We will need you again 
later."

Tnulbee's Story. 

S. S. Taulbee, County Judge of 
Breathitt, was then placed on the ptand 
and repeated the now' famous state¬ 
ment w hich he said Hnrgis had made to 
him: "1 wouldn’t kill Jim Coekrill my¬ 
self. but I would pay the best lawyer 
1 could get to defend the man who did 
and would sit by him In the courthou« tt 
while he was being tried." He said

Hargis had made this statement to him 
In the courthouse at Jackson a short 
time before Coekrill was killed. He 
admitted that he had been opposed to 
Judge Hargis In several bitter political 
contests, but said that the political riv¬ 
alry h<»tween them would not Influence 
his testimony. He said he had bt'en 
elected County Clerk as a Democrat, 
hut was elected County Judge on tfie 
Republican ticket wiilch was backed by 
the Hargises. The court Interrupted to 
ask if it mad# any difference whether 
a witness was a Democrat or a Repub¬ 
lican. and Col. Alien exclaimed: "It 
wish to God It didn’t In this case." The 
defense endeavored to show' discrepan¬ 
cies between the previous testimony of 
th© witness and that of to-dav. but 
Judge Taulbee Insisted that his testl-I 
tnony of to-day wns correct.

“They Have Got Me.” 

C. X. Bowling was next culled. Bowl¬ 
ing stated that he had lived In Jackson 
since 1895. and was engaged In the 
real estate business. He said thut 
James Coekrill was In his office a short 
tlm© before he was killed. He saw 
Coekrill running away when he was 
shot, and followed him to the alley, 
where he fell. CockriU was covered 
with blood, and his right arm was 
broken in two places. He had a pistol 
in his bond, but dropped It where Cock- 
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Hll ff»11 RnwUntr went over to him •ind oo tl.e a p m. train to ICooxvlU* and Uriatol. 
rill tell. Bowling wx.nt o\tr to mm, ana qA £ ^ uikjn M-nipblJ Mtl 

CockriU exclaimed: 

“My God, they have got me nt last!" 

Bowling asked Coekrill who shot him, 

but he answered he did not kn >\v. The 


witness remained with CockriU and 
came wibh him to Lexington, staying 
with him until he died. He slated th it 
he heard Judge Hargis say a short 
time after Coekrill had passed his place 
and several weeks before the killing: 
"The dirty scoundrel has the nerve to 
pass my door, after trying to kill me." 

O. H. Pollard cross-examinod the wit¬ 
ness. Bowling said he was appointed 
guardian of the Coekrill heirs, and that 
the American Bending Company of 
Baltimore w*ent on his bond. He was 
atked If he was not removed by Judge 
Hargis because In* was short In his ac¬ 
counts. and that because of this he 
harbored ill-feeling toward Judge Har¬ 
gis. He denied that he w'as short in 
his accounts, but ndmltted he did not 
llko Judge Hargis. He was asked If he 
did not embezzle $585 from the CockriU 
estate, but denied It.

Jett In Courthouse. 

Robert Blake testified that he was a 
merchant in Jackson, an dthat he was 
In the Hnrgis office building at the time 
Coekrill was At th»* sound of 

firing he went to the door, and shortly 
afterward saw’ Curt Jett come to the 
door of the courthouse. He also saw 
Jesse Spicer and several other men, 
but could not remember their names

It is ctot without Interest to consider 
how the foes of the Governor feel over 
their victory*. Strange to say there is 
a great lack of enthusiasm among 
them all. They are quite a# gloomy in 
the present hour of victory as they 
might have been in defeat. For theJr 
political futures are fraught with 
much peril. If they roust stand for re- 
election In the fall because of the uncon¬ 
stitutional apportionment under which 
they were chosen last year, they may 
well be worried.

Under 
careful supervision the campers spend 
two hours each day In swimming. Boat¬ 
ing. fishing, burning, long-distance walks, 
exploring trips and ramble# make the rest 
of the time Interesting. One day during 
the outing is g'.van over to water sports 
and tub races, swimming races and row¬ 
ing rarv# are held. Around the camp fire 
at night tho campers gather and read the

on which each camper Is a reporter. 
Prayer service is held before retiring. 
Sunday morning a devotional service is 
held and people come from the surround¬ 
ing country to hear the talk by the camp 
leaders ami listen to the campers sing.

The camp la#t year was Just below 
Leavenworth. Ind.. on the Kentucky 
shore. Plans nre on foot this year to 
change the comp to a place five miles 
nearer Louisville, the site of which has 
a fine spring and beach Each year there 
nre three outings to accommodate differ¬ 
ent ages. Each outing lasts ten days, but 
this year it 1# planned to extend the 
camping season tor the seniors through¬ 
out July.

St. L^uls Railroad Companies for tbe col¬ 
lection of penalties aggregating $3.^:'0 for 
alleged vioIutRm of the Federal law 
known us the safety appliance act, in 
using engines and hauling curs on Which 
automatic couplers are not used. The suits 
were filed on information furnished by 
re preset natives of the .Interstate Com¬ 
merce Commission. 

Twenty-four case# are charged against 
the Illinois Central Railroad Company. In 
most instances the charges ure for haul¬ 
ing cars containing interstate commerce 
shipments nnd which were out of repair 
so far as coupling was concerned to such 
an extent that men wore forced to go be¬ 
tween oars to effect a coupling, whend 
they should have been ©quipped with au^ 
tfunartlc couplers. These cars, containing 
merchandise belonged to different rail¬ 
roads, some of them being Illinois Central 
cars. One case is for alleged using of an 
engine out of repair as to coupling de¬ 
vice#. 

Five violations of the law are charged 
in the suit filed against the Louisville. 

Hendereon and St. Louis Railroad Com¬ 
pany. three of which are for the alleged 
hauling of cars with inoperative auto- 
nuuic couplers and two of which are for 
u«lng engines out of repair so far a# 
coupling Is concerned. Only one suit Is 
filed against the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad Company, which Is for hauling a 
C. nnd O. car containing interstate com¬ 
merce with the coupling device out of 
order. 

The case against the Louisville and 
Nashville rail read gives March 2H lust as. 
date of the violation of the law. The ease# 
agaln«t live Louisville.

Tire act under which 
the suits are brought is that which was 
first passed In ISM, but amended in l&W.

Detroit, May 13—The magnificent 
new passenger #tearner City of Cleve¬ 
land, under construction at the plant 
of the Detroit Shipbuilding Company 
for the Detroit and Cleveland Naviga¬ 
tion Company, and designed to run be¬ 
tween Detroit and Cleveland, was swept 
by fire early to-day.

ngo, will Impress these men with the 
wisdom of establishing eternal vigilance 
as the price of safety. No matter how 
careful a system they thought they had 
maintained before they will realize that 
there may bo still room for improve¬ 
ment But such drastic action ought 
not to bo necessary to teach officials 
that because there Is no accident on a 
cerluin line to-day is no guarantee that 
thuro will be none to-morrow, and that 
provision for to-morrow should always 
be In mind. 

The constant renewal of equipment 
Is a heavy tax upon the resources of a 
railroad, and here enters the matter of 
the anti-railroad agitation that has been 
going on of late—bi*t! which apparently 
Is waning. The agitators should bo 
slow to hamper railroads to such an ex¬ 
tent as to repder it Impossible for them 
to make the proper outlays for the 
newest and best equipment. Such a 
policy reacts upon the traveling public. 
It will not pay to do anything which 
may render railroads less safe than 
they are at present.

The Santa Barbara Wreck. 

The Wreck on the Southern Pacific 
railroad near Santa Barbara and the 
scenes of distress and death that en¬ 
sued bring once more to the front the 
wreck question, which has been one ol 
groat weight and wide discussion In 
recent mpnths as a result of the series 
Of disasters which have marked the 
past year. 

Somd of the accidents have been 
caused by the ^competence of train¬ 
men and the negligence of dispatchers, 
end others by defective eqiflpmont. The 
Southern Pacific disaster is trace¬ 
able to the latter cause, a switch hav¬ 
ing been the portion »of the equipment 
that wAs broken. When tlA manager 
or the operator is the man clearly be¬ 
hind the wreck it is easy to fix the 
blame, but, when It la a piece of iron or 
steel that ’gives way ami precipitates 
thirty or forty human beings to their 
death the task is not so simple. Does 
the blame belong to the foundry that 
made the rail, or the workmen who laid 
ft. or the inspector who failed to de¬ 
tect U* defect, or the general manager 
who employed that Inspector, or the 
president who employed the general 
manager, or the stockholders who 
named the president? Is somebody at 
fault, or are fate and the forces of na¬ 
ture working in the metal responsible? 

No one can successfully deny that 
accidents will occur on the best-regu¬ 
lated railroads, as, in the words of the 
proverb, they will happen in the best- 
regulated households. A railroad is op¬ 
erated by human agencies and in the 
nature of things human agencies can¬ 
not be Infallible. And the tons of steel 
find Iron that go Into the making of 
their equipment are subject to natural 
forces which make for disintegration 
gnd unforeseen weaknesses. The best 
that the human agencies can do Is to 
devote thoughtful, conscientious and 
painstaking ’attention to all the detals 
of operation and to the condition of 
the equipment. Even with the closest 
Attention and the best of materials acci¬ 
dents will be Inevitable, but they will 
be Infrequent. 

The defect In the switch near Santa 
Barbara may have been there despite 
humap foresight and care, and so the 
^disaster may have been beyond the 
power of men to void. On the other 
hand. It possibly may have been de¬ 
tectable by the exercise of proper pru¬ 
dence. In Biidb an event; the disaster 
Is due to human negligence and not to 
uncon t reliable processes of nature 
merely. A complete investigation of 
tho accident Is required to settle the 
question ^)f liability. If men are di¬ 
rectly responsible it is for them to un¬ 
dergo punishment; If nature, there Is 
nothing to be done. 

But whatever may'be the outcome of 
the inquisition, the wreck Is another 
powerful demonstration to railway 
’managers of the necessity of a minute 
and constantly Improving system of 
tracks and other equipment Train* 
must not be run on rails too light for 
them. Speed must not be attained be¬ 
yond the capacity of the rails to with¬ 
stand the pressure on them. Bolts and 
rivets must be secure. Chances must 
not bo taken at any time, for chances 
arc as apt to lead to destruction as to 
safety. 

Tho recent indictment by a grand 
J iry of the highest officials of the New* 
‘York Central railroad as '. : ;sult of a

Loyalty To Party, 

Mr. Stc&ley tells us In his Washington 
letter of yesterday that there is, and 
has been for some time, a state of war 
between Mi 1 . William Jennings Bryan 
and Mr. William Randolph Hearst. 

This will come in the nature of news 
to most people. It was generally sup¬ 
posed the two were Inseparable. The 
story went, though we cannot vouch for 
the truth of Ht, that in 1903, Mr. Hearst 
paid Mr. Bryan's expenses on his tour 
around tho globe—as a special corre¬ 
spondent for tho syndicate of Hearst 
newspapers—and that, on Mr. Bryan’s 
return early In 1904 it was Mr. 
Hearst who hired Madison Square Gar¬ 
den, where Mr. Bryan made his open¬ 
ing speech against the Eastern Democ¬ 
racy and poured hot Bhot into the pro¬ 
posed candidacy of Judge Parker. 

The reason for the break between the 
Californian and the Nebraskan Is thus 
explained by Mr. Stcaiey: 

"William U. Hearst’s friends say that 
the basis of his hostility to William J. 
Bryan was Mr. Bryan’s attitude In the 
lust Democratic National Convention. For 
eight years, beginning in 1896. Mr. 
Hearst’* friends point out. he loyally sup¬ 
ported Bryan, but when in the convention 
of 1904 Bryan was not a candidate for 
the nomination and Hearst was, Bryan, 
instead of helping Hearst. gave his sup¬ 
port to former United States Senator 
Cockrell, of Missouri, who by no possi¬ 
bility could have carried off the nomina¬ 
tion/* 

As its readers know, tho Courier- 
Journal has always regarded the Hearst 
candidacy for President of the United 
States—if It was not a novel and clever 
scheme of newspaper advertising—as 
sheer Insanity. 

For Mr. Hearst the Courier-Journal 
entertains nothing but personal good 
will. His candidacy for Mayor of New 
York and afterward for Governor of 
New YorkjWas Justified at least by the 
attending circumstances and condi¬ 
tions. That a man of Mr. Hearst’s 
resources and power should be willing 
to step down from an altitude so com¬ 
manding Jnto the bull-ring of tho self- 
seeking politicians—though, regrettable 
from the standpotnts of larger useful¬ 
ness and nobler aspiration—was his own 
aff nj f. There was in it nothing to af¬ 
front tho common intelligence. But. 
that a young man unthought of for 
President—without the least antecedent 
cue. or popular call—should set forth 
upon a Presidential crusade with noth¬ 
ing more than a check-book and a 
brass-band— for this was the measure 
of the Hearst candidacy In 1904—could 
be reconciled only with a topsy-turvy 
state of mind. 

Except for this Mr. Hearst would per¬ 
haps have been elected Governor of New’ 
York. Thence his Presidential ambitions 
would have taken on a different com¬ 
plexion. But the very gTOtesquenvss of 
the 1904 business gave a block eye to 
his gubernatorial ^candidacy in 1906. He 
may never outlive the discredit which if 
cast upon his political character and his 
reputation for sense and Judgment. Mr. 
Hearst’s papers may have derived a 
profit. But. If; they did. their owner 
paid too dearly for it. 

In the same letter Air. Stealey goes on 
to tell us something about Mr. Bryan’s 
attitude toward the next Democratic 
nomination for President. We quote: 

f During his recent visit to W;ishlngton 
iMr. Bryan said to Ms Intimate friend* mub- 
snuuluily this: *If the Democratic party 
oon p4ck out a man who can carry nvure 
States than 1 In 1908 it should nominate 
him. I will not stand against the suc¬ 
cess of my party, hut I want it under¬ 
stood that tho man selected must be a 
good organization Twnnoeiwt who sup¬ 
ported tho ticket In IttW. No deaerter when 
the bAttie was pending in that year need 
apply.* ** 

Accepting this ns authentic—and 
there seems no reason to doubt It—the 
light, or rather the shadow It throws 
across the Democratic road ahead. Is 
rather ominous. It reflects alike upon 
Mr. Bryan’s good nature and his good 
sense. One would fancy that even if 
Mr. Bryan has not grown in wisdom 
with his growth of years, he would at 
least be tired of party dissension. 

Talleyrand said of the Bourbons at 
a moment when they were making 
themselves Impervious to his far 
reaching counsels and thus Impossible 
to France, "They forget nothing and 
remember nothing.” Ever since the 
epigram has applied itself’ to Imprac 
ticable. men. The Bourbons lost every 
thing. He Is called a Bourbon, there¬ 
fore, who gains nothing. 

Very few of the Democmttc leaders 
who in 1896 refused to follow the party 


into the Free Silver camp remain upon 
the scene. Most of them have passed 
from it. Those who survive are living 
In complete retirement, wunting noth¬ 
ing, expecting nothing, asking nothing. 
Why should Mr. Bryan go out of his 
way to make distinctions where total 
oblivion essential to perfect union 
and perfect union essential to carrying 
the country? Since none Is seeking 
the nomination, whom would ho bar 
from It?"" In caso of his own nomina¬ 
tion, woud he set out by barring from 
his counsels—in tho event of his elec¬ 
tion—all Democrats save those who In 
1896 favored the Free and Unlimited 
Coinage of Silver at the ratio of 16 to 
1? This were to insure the loss of the 
election In advance. 

When 1908 rolls round we shall be 
twelve years away from 1896. Twelve 
years is a generation In American pol¬ 
itics. Millions of young Americans, who 
knew nothing of the agitations of 1896, 
have grown to manhood since. Would 
Mr. Bryan offer these voters the merest 
“blindpool’* in a perpetual lawsuit? 
Would he feed them orv the dry husks 
of a harvest which yielded nothing but 
famine? 

And what can Mr. Bryan mean by “a 
good organization Democrat?" Was not 
Judge Parker ‘•a good organization 
Democrat?” Yet Mr. Bryan, himself. In 
ndvanoe of the National Democratic 
Convention of 1904. went over the 
country sowing dragon’s teeth across 
tho pathway of one who, in apke of 
some differences of opinion, had loyal¬ 
ly supported him in 1896. Just where 
Is the Tine to be drawn if we are to 
split hairs over ancient history? Why 
ndt go back to 1860 and revive the is¬ 
sues of that fateful year? Free Silver 
Is at least os dead as African slavery. 

The Courier-Journal is a Democrat 
and nothing but a Democrat. It Is & 
Derooenut to the largest sense. it 
could not bo anything else if it tri^d. 
But, however It may regret the splft of 
1896, it has nothing to be ashamed yf, 
or to repent of, as to Its own part In 
the ill-starred campaign of that year. 
Every word It said Ir.ui eotne true. All 
it» subnequent outgivings have vindi¬ 
cated Its disinterested loyalty to its 
party, for, as the party has given ear 
to Its counsels, the party has gained, 
whilst, whenever it lvas disregarded 
them, It hus lost. 

We want to see yet another National 
Democratic triumph. To that end we dis¬ 
counted all bygone disagreements and 
accepted Mr. Bryan for our leader a 
year ago. We meant K- We mean It 
still. Does not Mr. Bryan owe some¬ 
thing to the ca\ise of a leadership of 
which the unification of Democracy 
is the first essential? Does he not 
owo something especially to the Dem¬ 
ocrats of the ^outh, who have stood by 
him so loyally? 

With one voice tho South says "no” 
to the proposed Government Owner¬ 
ship of the Railways. With one voice 
U says "no" to the Initiative and Ref¬ 
erendum. And with one voice it says. 
"Back to the Constitution.** Would Mr. 
Bryan turn away from the South and 
all chance of a Democratic victory' 
short of some National cataclysm? 

Mr. Biyan has enemtes of his own, 
and these are neither idle nor silent. 
They say thVt ho Is sacrificing his 
party to his lecture business. They 
say that he would rather be rich than 
be President. They say that the Re¬ 
publicans exploit him because they feel 
sure of being able always to beat him. 
They say that he lent himself to or¬ 
ders which went from the State Depart¬ 
ment at Washington to the Foreign 
Embassies and Legations to make a 
great ado over him when he was 
abroad, the object being to keep him 
afiv© and at the front. Finally, they 
say he was not loyal to the_ ticket In 
1904, having given an early signal to 
the extremists of the party to knife iL 
and Jmvlng thus made sure of its de¬ 
feat even before it was nominated. 

What boots It now? Whether true or 
false, these things would count as noth¬ 
ing before a stream of buoyant, mili¬ 
tant, advancing Democracy. Mr. Bry¬ 
an’s very charming personality, his rep¬ 
utation for cleanliness and probity and 
sincerity, his stundlrig as a typical 
American from whom Theodore Roi>ee- 
velt has not only learned his lesson, 
but whom Theodore Roosevelt has 
robbed of his plumage, make him still a 
potential figure In our public life. 

It is frequently given out that Mr. 
Bryan does not wont the nomination 
next year. Certainly, unless he can 
unite the party, it would do him more 
harm than good. If he does not crave 
the kingship, however, he may not be 
averse to playing the role of Warwick, 
and, in that event, we can tell him of a 
Democrat who, without entangling al¬ 
liances with any of the Money Powers, 
yet without any antecedents which 
could drive away conservative Demo¬ 
crats. fills the specification made In Mr. 
Stealey’s Washington loiter exactly; "a 
good organization Democrat who sup¬ 
ported the ticket In 1896;** who. In our 
Judgment, could still the discords and 
restore the harmonies, yea. fill the loose 
sails of the Old Ship of Zion with hope¬ 
ful gales, and nerhaps prove an Abra¬ 
ham Lincoln to the lost sheep of the 


house of Jefferson and Jackson and

Hughes Plays It Alone. 

News comes simultaneously from 
Washington and New York that there 
are strained political relations between 
the President and Gov. Hughes, of 
New York. It had been “heralded that 
sundry acts of distribution of Federal 
patronage were done with the Intent of 
strengthening the hands of Gov. 
Hughes In his light with certain ele¬ 
ments of his party in the State. This 
brought out the statement that the 
Governor resented any such interfer¬ 
ence, ostensibly in his behalf. He w'a s 
expected to take prompt action In deny¬ 
ing this, but he failed to speak, and 
there are those who say tfcat his silence 
means consent to the assertion that he 
did resent It. The Administration Is 
said to resent this disposition of the 
Governor of New York to do business 
without the active support of tho Pres¬ 
ident, and there Is manifested an 
anxiety txJ know what he means by IL 

Gov. Hughes is reported to have won 
his fight with tho hostile elements In 
the Republican parly of Now York. 
The extent of his victory may be still 
In doubt, but there certainly has been 
a ns irked disposition among the people 
recently hostile to profess devotion to 
the Governor. It Is not unnatural 
thaC the Federal Administration should 
desire to claim credit for this, and 
should want to get the usufruct. It is 
significant, however, that tho victory, 
whatever it may have been, was not 
achieved until after the Governor was 
reported not to desire the aid of the Ad¬ 
ministration. Whether this contributed 
to reconcile the hostile elements is a 
question that may be debated. It hap¬ 
pens that some of the elements opposed 
to the Governor are also the enemies of 
the Federal Administration, and. there¬ 
fore, on alltano© might, at first blush, 
seem very desirable. But, on the other 
hand, an assurance that there Is no 
alliance might go far to conciliate the 
enemies of the Administration and 
make them more friendly to the policy 
of the Governor. 

Wo are told klao that it was the pol¬ 
icy at Washington to co-operate with 
the Governor in naming the next dele¬ 
gation to the Republican National Con¬ 
vention. Here is where politics comes 
in. It might happen that the Admin¬ 
istration, In Its co-operation, would de¬ 
sire to send delegates in favor of a 
particular candidate, and the Governor 
might want men of a different temper. 
He might want men, for example, who 
would favor his own candidature, not 
merely formally, but who would stand 
by him to tho last extremity. The Ad¬ 
ministration might want a delegation 
that would support Its favorite, or tiuu 
would give a complimentary vote to 
Gov. Hughes, and then hasten to get 
rid of hlrn. Such things have happened 
In politics frequently, and they are 
often deliberately planned. A favorite 
son is Indorsed formally, and then a 
delegation is named that will hasten to 
betray him at the first opportunity. It 
Is not singular, therefore, that Gov. 
Hughes may not desire co-operation In 
the matter of the New York delegation 
to the national convention. 

Tt may be tihat Gov. Hughes doubts 
the policy of focmilng a combination 
with Washington to control New York 
politics. There Is an Impressive prece¬ 
dent to ahowr thnt such an allience moy 
be fatal to success in live State. But 
It may also bo that, tnking a Ifighor 
and broader view of the situation, tho 
Governor thinks that the reforms which 
he chiumpilonB at home may be best ef¬ 
fected without any complication with 
Federal politics. His apparent triumph 
over the hostile elements at home may 
be due to quite other cauifes than the 
proposed help of the Federal Govern¬ 
ment. and, if so, he naturally wishes 
credit to go where credit Is due, and 
not to giye it to those who did not 
conVrlbut^ to his success It may be 
that ho Is not yet out of the woods, 
for politicians are uncertain, but ho 
apparently thfluks that he can do bet¬ 
ter by goltig it alone. 

The extent to which the Federal Ad¬ 
ministration desires to control molten* 
in the various States has gone far 
beyond any precedents. Neutrally, 
there Is a reaction In progress. Even 
some of live tmtitei* supporters of the 
Roosevelt system earn see that there 
ought to be some limit to Federal activ¬ 
ity, that States and comimunitk« ought 
to have some control of their own af¬ 
fairs. even If they should happen to 
dissent from tho views of one man at 
Washington who aspires to be a uni¬ 
versal! genius. How this is going to 
work out it is difficult to predict, but 
there Is certainly arojte room for dis¬ 
sension. If Gov. Hughes insists on 
playing a lone hand, ft is herd to see 
how he can be prevented from carrying 
out hl« purpose, and to defeat hlrn 
wiVuld probably be as disastrous to the 
Adndnlsfcration as it would be to him, 
for It would mean a triumph for the 
elements which oppose the President 
and his policy.

It Is presumed that it was 
established In court that the defendant 
actually used the word in the service 
which linked her fortunes with those 
of her lord and master; If she had had 
it omitted, and, in consequence, could 
not make the plea she did, she would 
have been foroed to take her punish¬ 
ment as a convicted culprit. Lucky 
for her that she made that promise 
to "obey.” 

It will be pretty generally thought 
that the position of the 8L Louis Judge 
is rather far-fetched. In enjoining upon 
a bride obedience to hor husband the 
wedding service hardly contemplates 
the imposition of obedience to com 
rromds that she commit crime. That 
wer© a distortion of the purpose of the 
vow* and a strained interpretation of 
the whole matter. Heretofore it has 
been assumed that no one can be legal 
ly forced to violate the law\ and that 
If the law be broken, no matter what 
tho circumstances might be—unless, of 
course, the circumstances bje physical 
force and duress—the violator must 
stand the consequences. A wife and 
hiisbond concerned in a crime like that 
In Sl Louis would be considered, ac¬ 
cording to that view'. Jointly guilty. 

In placing a marriage vow In direct 
antagonism to the law, the SL Louis 
defendant, at all events, gives the world 
In general and the doctor* of law* In 
particufar something novel to think 
about. 
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A new agricultural Industry Is to br* 
Introduced In Louisiana. As the result 
of investigation^ made by tho Depart¬ 
ment (]f Agriculture It Is proposed to 
plant on one or more farms In the rice 
belt, as an experiment, the Japanese 
matting grass, which, it is believed, 
can bo successfully grown there. It 
gruws three or four feet high In water 
aru^ requires tho same kind of cul¬ 
ture as rice, being planted by tfce Jap¬ 
anese after the rice is harvested.

Henry Watterson’s Democracy.

Rome Democratic editors declare that 
Henr^ Watterson, certainly t^o most 
brilliant of tho editorial writers of his 
time, Is the only man who take^ htmself 
seriously, and that no Importance Is at¬ 
tached to his opinions or prophecies. <!e 
has been In tho harness a long While, 
and when he was younger than he now 
Is he waa In the habit of taking an 
active part in Democratic politics. More 
than once hts ideas were embodied in 
Democratic platforms, and he was ra¬ 
iled upon to Mck Into shraipe and to 
clothe In first-rate English the ideas of 
other prominent Democrats. This he 
willingly did, and although the plat¬ 
forms may have expressed political 
heresb i* they read well and became 
interesting. If not for substance, for 
the decorative frills that were given 
them through the Watterson trade¬ 
mark.

"Coi. Watterson has left undone 
some things whirti he ought to have 
done and he has done some things 
which he ought not to have done. But 
what Democrat is free from such im¬ 
peachments. both negatlvo and posi¬ 
tive?

FORTY-THREE SAY THEY VOTED 
AGAINST IT.

SHEETS SHOWED ONLY 
TWENTY-EIGHT. 


BIG CROWD AT HEARING. 


Before tho Board of Com mis I* on ere of 
Clark county, Ind., at the courthouse In 
Jeffersonville yesterday, the contest over 
the election held In Oregon township, to 
vote on the Question of building 11.5641 
mile* of free gravel roads at an estimated 
cost of $16,415.13. was taken up. and 
nearly two-thirds of the population of 
the township was present when the case 
was called. The action was based on a 
sworn affidavit of Samuel Tnffilnger, 
which was filed before the board at the 
regular meeting one week ago. and cre¬ 
ated a sensation at the time. 

It waa said yesterday that stx blunk 
ballots had been counted In favor of the 
road, and a eeventh was about to be 
when the fact was discovered. The seven 
were thrown out. and a new count wns 
begun. Forty-three person* testified that 
they had voted against the roods at the 
poll* In the Second product, but, accord¬ 
ing to the returns, the reault was 09 for 
the road and 28 against It. 

In the affidavit of Tafflinger little at¬ 
tempt was made yesterday to go behind 
the return* on the grounds the board In 
the Second preclncW was not regularly 
made up. but It wos shown that Joseph 
Walker. Inspector; Joseph L. Jones and 
HaJ Harmon. Judges, were for the road, 
while Charles Does and Henry Doe*, 
clerks, were against the road, but doubt 
Is expressed that their votes were count¬ 
ed that way. Walker, according to the 
evidence, read off the votes a* they came 
from the ballot box. then handed them 
over to Jone* and Hannon, who placed 
them on a table. The clerks merely tal¬ 
lied the vote* os they were called out. 

When Charles Does was placed on the 
stand he said the total vote, according to 
the tally sheet, was 128. but one ballot 
was mutilated and thrown out, making 
the number held to be good 127. Of 
these had been called off a s being In 
favor of the roads, and 28 against. 
Duos then said that Wslker discovered a 
ballot he had in his hand had not been 
marked for or against the roads: neither 
did It have the name of the polling rlerk 
on it. arid there was nothing to snow* it 
had been folded, as it would have been 
If placed In the ballot box.

Does said he did not know at whose 
suggestion it was. but the counted votes 
were gone over, and six more blank ones 
that had been counted In favor of the 
road* were found. It w«a decided to 
throw all of these out. He *ald at tlm*** 
Walker called off the vote so fast It was 
a hard matter for the two clerks to keep 
up with him. Henry Docs, brother of 
Cnarlra Doe*, the other clerk, testified 
substantially to the mime farts. He said 
he did not have any way by which he 
could tell whether the votes were being 
called off correctly or not. It being sim¬ 
ply his duty to tally the vote a* called off 
to him. He. as did also his brother, said 
he voted b gainst the pikes. 

When the case was taken up the room 
used by the Board of Commissioners and 
the nearby ha 1 way were crowded with 
witnesses, but they were made to leave 
the room and got far enough away frojn 
the door to k^en from hearing what wa* 
testified to. Witness after wltneas. some 
of thorn the Aioat substantial men in 
Clark county, Ind.. were called, and each 
one In turn swore positively that he voted 
against the road* being built. This wa* 
kept up until forty-tJrree. fifteen more 
than the count show*, had irwom they 
voted ngnfnst the road* being built.

Norfolk. Vo., May 13.—The celebra 
tlon to-day on Jamestown Island, forty 
mllea up the James river, of the 300th 
anniversary of the landing there of 
the first permanent English settler* un 
tier Sir Ch risn^pher Newport, John 
f*mlth and other*,' took place to-day 
under fair pkles wul conditions In every 
way a-usplHouH. 

The exercise* on the island were direct¬ 
ly under the auspice* of the Society for 
tho Preservation of Virginia Antiqui¬ 
ties. Joseph Bryan/of Richmond, Vo., 
presided, and the Invocation wa* offered 
by Bishop Randolph, of the diocene of 
Southern Virginia. The opening ad 
droe* wYi* delivered by Gov. Swanson, 
of Virginia, and British Ambassador 
Bryce followed with an address, the 
subject of which w'a* “Greetings From 
the Old World to the Now.” 

The celebration at the Jnme*d<ywn 
Exposition to-day was ushered In by 
the firing of a salute of seventeen guns 
from Fortress Monroe incident to the 
arrival iut Old Point Comfort at 6:16 
a. m. of Gen. Bnron Kuroki. hlB stuff 
and party, accompanied by Gen. O. E. 
Wood as official escort, Gen. Kuroki 
arnd his party were mot at the Old 
Point Comfort pier by Gen. Grant and 
Maj. Strong, the hitter commanding 
Fortress Monroe.

Alt honor* were accorded tho distin¬ 
guished Japanese, and after breakfast 
Gen. Kuroki and party proceeded by 
special boat to review the great fleet 
of American and foreign warships in 
Hampton Roads, after which they 
landed at tho Jnmestown Exposition 
grounds for the exercise* of the day. 

At noon a salute of 800 guns was 
fired in Hampton Road* commemora¬ 
tive of the landing of the first English 
settlers on May 13, 1607. 

Tho parade °f army troops, marine* 
and sailors, with 8.000 men In fine, wa* 
a beautiful speotiicle. 

The foreign bonds played the “Star 
Spangled Bnr.ner” as they passed the 
reviewing frtund ‘om the Lee parade 
ground*, and the outbursts of applause 
incident to this feature were deafening. 
Rear Admiral Charles M. Thomas, com¬ 
manding the second division of the 
first squadron of the Atlantic fleet, was 
chief marshal of the parade.

The chestnut daugh¬ 
ter of The Compionsr demonstrated thui 
she is a Ally ot high-class by the Im¬ 
pressive manner In which she ran away 
from her Aeld, and winning pulled almost 
to a walk. Many shrewd turfmen think 
that she stands an excellent chance of 
beating Mollle Montrose in the Debutante 
Stakes, which will be decided to-morrow 
afternoon. 

Delightful weather conditions prevailed, 
and for the first time during the meet¬ 
ing the track was fast. Excellent Jin» 
was made In all of the races, but the 
performance of Zal was noteworthy. It 
served to demonstrate that his defeat by 
Goldproof a few days ago was a Auke. 
and the chestnut colt can be counted 
upon as a contender In all sprint races 
In the future. -The closest flnldh of the 
afternoon came with the running of the 
last raoe. In this event Louise McFar¬ 
lan was a strong favorite. Rounding the 
turn Into the stretch it seemed as though 
she was hopelessly out of the running, 
but she closed with great determination 
in the run home, getting up in a wnlrl- 
wlnd finish to win by a nose from Scalp- 
lock. which had been played for a kill¬ 
ing. and which also showed a startling 
reversal of form.

Anthony was known all over 
the State of Indiana as the man who 
In a very novel way introduced a deli¬ 
cious variety of plum into this country.

He planted the seed and wh?n 
the tree froir the seed bore fruit It was 
found to be of such an excellent variety 
that It a: once became In great demand 
among farmers and fruit-growers. The 
fruit wa« named the Wild Goose plum 
and this country and In fart the entire 
State Is abundantly furnished with 
these wild goose plum trees, the first 
one of which was grow*n in this local¬ 
ity from a seed found in the cr<>p of a 
wild goose shot by Anthony.

New York. N. Y., May 13. 1907 —Mr. 
Jamea Patten, of Chicago, probably the 
most successful operator In the com- 
iiKKUty markets of America has t'>-<1ny 
jocularly announced that he will not 
shave until wheat is $1.60 a bushel and 
cotton sells at 14 cents a pound White 
the announcement has created more or 
less amusement. It has attracted wide at¬ 
tention because of all the Chicago op¬ 
erators Mr Patten Is most conspicuously 
known to be a man who means what he 
says. The truth is that the American 
speculative public is Just commencing to 
appreciate two facts; First, that the ex¬ 
ceptionally unpropltlous weather of the 
spring has made the production of large 
cotton or cereal crops next year an Im¬ 
possibility. And second, that the increas¬ 
ing gold production is creating a period 
of practical inflation. Expressed in units 
of labor the cost of production gold Is to¬ 
day probably one-half of wha/t It 
was twenty years ago. Expressed 
In units of labor the cost uf ag¬ 
ricultural production is much higher 
than It was twenty years ago. It follows 
Indubitably that the value of agricultural 
products, os expressed in terms of gold, 
must advance. The mining camp, where 
flour soils at $40 a barrel, because gold is 
In abundant supply and flour difficult to 
obtain, is but a microcosm of an Inter¬ 
national situation that will presently be 
universally recognised. Bo far as cotton 
is concerned, it seems to me that the 
advance has only just commenced. The 
visible supply of American cotton at the 
end of the present season will probably 
be less than the world's requirements for 
a month. The crop Is fully three weeks 
late and the present crop will have to 
supply thirteen months' consumption. It
